On July 28, determination will be made on 
whether or not the murder trail of Vernon Vil- 
roy Johnson, Sierra Madre, will be continued until 
September, as his family has requested. 

At any rate, says Deputy District Attorney 
Susan Wondries, the trail will not begin on July 28 
as had been originally planned earlier this year. 

Johnson is to stand trial for the murder of his 
wife, Betty Florence Johnson, whose body was 
found mid-June, 1985, in the street a block from 
the Johnson home on Valle Vista Dr. 

The suspect has been out on $50,000 bail since 
he was arrested at his home the day of Mrs. John¬ 
son’s body was found.

mast of the boat. At one point 1 looked up and 
saw that the front stay was loose. The pin had 
come out. It scared the h— out of me. I got a part 
to replace the pin and repaired it. Fortunately, 
the boat held course. If the mast had gone down, I 
might have been able to recover it or it would 
have put a hole in the boat and I would have sunk,” 
he explained. 

Another time, the shackle that holds the spin- 
nacker came loose. “There were two halyards I 
couldn’t use. They were stuck up on top of the 
mast and I couldn’t get them down. I used a third 
halyard and it chafed through. That meant I 
had only one left. 

“1 had to get the other halyards. 1 had a fold¬ 
ing ladder I’d made, steps with straps, but the water 
was really too rough. So 1 came back down and 
decided I’d have to try it the next morning. I 
put up the sail and put the last halyard down. 

“The next morning I took the mainsail down 
and tied myself to the mast. 1 closed all apper- 
tures on the boat and left out a long rope to use 
to save myself if 1 went overboard. I got up there 
40 feet and could see a long distance. By the time 
I had the problem fixed, I was very bruised ail over 
and I was panting (because of my fright and the 


De Alcorn of Sierra Madre discovered that it 
wasn’t nearly as difficult to race 2100 miles to 
Hawaii and win in his boat class as it was to 
take his sailboat 120 miles from Hanalei Bay to 
Honolulu harbor. 

He made the trip alone in the 5th annual single- 
handed Trans Pac Race with 17 other sailors. 

A trip he projeeted to take him a day actual¬ 
ly took him over three days. The rough winds in 
the Hawaiian waters ripped his sails and tore just 
about everything else in his 25-ft. sailboat. Electri¬ 
city on the boat was knocked out. He even lost all 
his flashlights in the melee. Had he traveled that 
slowly to Hawaii, the trip would have taken him two 
months instead of 16'/2 days. 

Alcorn finished first in his class and describes 
the weather “out there” between San Francisco and 
Kauai as perfect for sailing. 

“The sky was blue; the sun was out; the wind 
was good. It was super sailing,” he said. 

Would he make the trip in two years again as 
a solo racer in a boat? At first Alcorn laughed, 
then he said, “Yes, but in a different sail boat — 
probably a 27-ft. boat.” That is only two feet 
longer than the one, a very small one for a trip this 

size, he chose for this year’s feat. 

Two more close calls, between the mainland 
and Hawaii, did not deter him but he still shakes 
his head dubiously when he recounts these poten¬

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Simple hot 
weather tips 

July and August can ba unhappy 
months for many cars. All you hava to do 
Is drlva naar a big city whan tha sun Is 
bright and tha traffic slow. You’ll saa a lot 
of cars with thair hoods up snd anginas 
staaming. Tha owners staam, too, ba- 
causa It can maan axpansivs repairs. 

Hara ara soma hot wsathar tips that 
can help: 

1) Ba sure your radiator Is checked and 
contains tha proper coolant. Don’t Just 
add water, pure water bolls at a lower 
tamparatura than water mixed with anti¬ 
freeze (ethylene glycol). If you top off the 
radiator, be sure to use a 50/50 mix of 
water and antl-fraaza to keep that boiling 
point as high as possible and carry a gal¬ 
lon or two In tha trunk. 

2) Blast bugs off the radiator with a gar¬ 
den hose (a stiff stream of water). Clean 
them out with a stiff-bristled brush. Pro¬ 
per air flow for your radiator not only 
keeps your engine cool, but also cools 
the transmisalon oil. 

3) Be sure the transmission oil Is at the 
proper level. If It’s a brown color and 
smells burnt, change It. Have the bands In 
your automatic transmission adjusted be¬ 
fore you go on any long trips. The weight 
of a trailer could be Just enough to cause 
the bands to slip and leave you stranded 
on your vacation. 

4) Inspect fan belts to check If they are 
glazed or cracked. If a belt breaks or slips 
badly on a hot day, your coolant won’t 
circulate properly and you are sure to over¬ 
heat. Your battery and air conditioner will 
suffer too. While you’re at It, Inspect the 
hoses. Are they cracked or mushy? If 
you have any doubt, replace the belts and 
hose before you start. They always fall at 
the worst possible times, so replace them 
before the trouble starts. 

5) Turn off air conditioning If the engine 
Is overheating. Air conditioning puts a big 
load on your cooling system. 

> 6) Be careful. Walt until the engine cools 
to taka the radiator cap off. The radiator 
Is full of super-heated water under pres¬ 
sure which will explode In your face and 
give you a nasty burn If you try to take 
the cap off too soon. 

7) Change your oil regularly. You should 
start thinking about oil changes every 
3000 miles, no matter what your car man¬ 
ual says. As engine oil gets dirty. It 
loses lubricating power; high friction 
means a hot engine. Change your oil 
before you go on a long trip. Always use 
a high-quality oil (In the summertime — 
the higher viscosity grades are better). 
Change the filter too. It contains a quart 
of filthy oil (no sense In mixing that in 
with new, clean oil). 

Pool safety 
needs review 


Pool safety. We talk about it and 
preach about it every summer. We heard 
about a recent tragedy nearby, involving a 
small child who died because of a pool 
accident and it seems that time again. 

The Consumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission and the County Department of 
Consumer Affairs offer the following tips 
for pool owners with toddlers: 

Consider using a cordless tele¬ 
phone. Don’t be caught on the phone 
while your child heads for the pool. 

Learn cardiopulmonary resusci¬ 
tation. A child’s lungs will fill with 
water in seconds, but there is a good 
chance that brain damage can be 
avoided if the child is rescued within 
three minutes. 

Keep toys and floats out of the 
pool when it is not in use. Many 
toddlers go in after a bail or even a 
floating stick. 

Alert the babysitter to keep child¬ 
ren away from the pool. 

Teach older brothers and sisters 
to keep the pool gates closed. 

When you move Into a new neigh¬ 
borhood, find out which neighbors 
have pools and warn them that you 
have a toddler and ask them to keep 
their backyard gates closed and lat¬ 
ched.

Notes from the Attic

— July 24, 1936: Henry Olsen of Olsen’s Shoe 
Store on N. Baldwin added men’s wear, work 
and dress shirts . . . Wednesday Mrs. Jensen’s 
boy, Russell, nonchalantly entered the city hall 
with a 2-ft. gopher snake in his hand. He plunk¬ 
ed the reptile down on the counter with a grin. 
Mrs. Jensen took one look and read him the riot 
act. He picked up his pet and departed. Oh, 
yes. The snake was dead. 

— July 19, 1951: The saga of Mickey, the 
Monkey, who was loose for eight days, ended 
happily Saturday. The rambling rhesus was 
rounded up in the Skeels’ property and Mrs. 
Skeels coaxed it with food and was able to grab 
the monkey and notify police . . . Sgt. John 
Buchan of the 40th Infantry Division was one 
of six students to complete a course in food 
service at the Ewa Jima Army Specialist School 


in Japan. 

— July 27, 1961: Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team, Capt. Fred LaLone, Miner Hark- 
ness and Bill Wark, saved a boy, Richard 
Leigh, 13, and his small dog. Skipper. They had 
hiked with companions across the foothills 
above Monrovia to Big Santa Anita Canyon. 
Skipper tumbled down a cliff and Richard, in a 
daring effort to reach him, plunged 50 ft. down 
the cliff, striking his head on a boulder near 
the canyon floor. Companions ran for help and 
fetched the Search and Rescue Team who 
found the boy and his dog. 

— July 22, 1976: Formal dedication of the new 
medical vehicle has been set for Saturday, Aug. 
7, at the new police and fire facilities build¬ 
ing .. . Ray Sayless celebrated his 30th anni¬ 
versary with Southern California Gas Co. . . . 
Judy Greening, junior home economics major 
at Mt. St. Mary’s College, received the con¬ 
sumers’ achievement award for 1976.

fcrencc in the brushstroke. Close to the canvas one 
sees a series of strokes that meet together into new 
colors and recognizable trees, ponds, lawns, when 
viewed far away. 

The skin tones created by Pierre-Auguste Re¬ 
noir were never done before (not even by Titian) 
and have not been duplicated since. There is such a 
subtle glow in his portraits. Knowing that the artist 
painted long into the twilight of his life with brush¬ 
es strapped to his gnarled, arthritic hands, makes 
one appreciate his wonderful paintings even more. 

Vincent Van Gogh, the Dutchman who adopt¬ 
ed France, creates his marvelous pictures with such 
a raw, honest taste for color. He used all sorts of^ 
utensils to dab paint on his canva.ses, sometimes 
squeezing the virgin color right out of the tube 
onto the canvas. He worked all his short, tortured 
life to prove how colors used carefully can almost 
equal nature. The moods he set with his brush were 
somber, happy, angry, ecstatic — whatever he felt 
at the moment. But always his canvases reach a ze¬ 
nith that few artists have known. 

Henri Matisse’s glorious canvases filled with a 
profusion of flat colors are child-like, fun-loving. 
His paintings often resemble appliqued quilts, he 
drew his colors on boldly, not striving particularly 
for the three-dimensional look, but always for the 
design, usually in poster fashion. 

Pablo Picasso’s “cubist” period was the one 
chosen for most of the work in this exhibit. Of 
course, in his paintings he tried to create portraits 
that revealed all sides of the model. This is the 
reason many people scoff at his work and say their 
3-year-old nephew could do just as well.

Mustard and ketchup are two of the 
familiar ones and because of the high degree 
of colors in them, they are difficult. But we 
can usually remove them.

Staying calm is the 
No. 1 rule during an 
earthquake. Most ac¬ 
cidents seem to occur , 
when people try to enter j 
or leave a building dur¬ 
ing a ’quake. 

Some of the safety I 
rules everyone should 
follow include: 

1. Remain where you are 
until the ’quake is over. 

2. If indoors, take re¬ 
fuge under a sturdy desk, 
table, bench, doorway or , 
wall. 

3. Don’t remain near 
glass windows. 

4. If power is lost, 
don’t use any type of 
flame source for illumi¬ 
nation. 

5. Use stairways, not 
elevators. 

6. If outdoors, move 
away from buildings, 
wires and tall structures. 

7. In a moving car, try 
to stop as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

8. Check utilities for bro¬ 
ken water, electrical, or 
gas lines. If the smell of 
gas is present, open win¬ 
dows and turn off the 
gas at the main gas valve. 

A wrench should be left 
near the main so during 
the crisis, you will know 
where it is. Do not re¬ 
main in a building where 
you have smelled gas. 
Report it to authorities. 

Know where your elec¬ 
trical shut off box is. 
After a ’quake is no 
time to start looking.

extra activity). But I got it fixed,” he explained. 

How soon did Alcorn know he had a good 
chance of winning? When he started pulling away 
from the others after the second day. His strategy 
was to go the shortest distance which meant he was 
further north than all the other boats. 

It paid off because he had better sailing con¬ 
ditions and better winds. He figured he had to go 
■’between S'/i and 6 knots per hour to beat the rest, 
so he reeled up the sails full sail, all the time, 
even at night. He had to put up with a lot of 
“crashing and burning” all the time — the descrip¬ 
tion of what happens when the boat goes down a 
wave and takes off in another direction, goes off 
on the side and the wind holds the sails down. 

“If you’re lucky, the boat corrects itself. Most 

of the time 1 was lucky,” he said. 

Something he found that the boat had drifted 
20 to 30 degrees off course. 

Although the boat is equipped with a safety 
harness, he used it very little. 

The trip, at maximum sail, gave him a pretty 
wild ride, but full sail was the way he won the 
race. 

Was he lonely during those \6Vi days out there 
in the sea alone? Another laugh — no, there was 
too much to do. In fact, he had the stamina and 


was “psyched up” for it. 

At first he was too keyed up to sleep or eat 
much, but gradually he found he could sleep safely 
for as long as 1 'A hours at a time. He ate in spite 
of lack of appetite and still he lost 10 to 15 
pounds, probably because the trip was very de¬ 
manding physically. 

He said he found many muscles in his arms and 
shoulders that he didn’t know he had. He also re¬ 
marked that after 16'/2 days restricted to the boat, he 
found his legs very tired after short walks when he 
got back on land. 

His wife, Pat, had fixed him frozen dinners 
sealed in plastic which lasted for about a week, 
and he cooked himself cereal for breakfast, lunched 

on crackers and canned meat. He had plenty of 
food and water left when he arrived in Hawaii. 

The deeply-tanned Alcorn said he wore a hat 
for protection against the sun at all times, and kept 
soaking his skin lavishly with lotion to keep the salt 
air from forming ugly cracks on his hands. He was 
in lots of salt water since he bailed out 25 to 30 
gallons of water from the boat most days. 

Alcorn won first place in his class, second 
place overall handicap and third for boat to boat. 
He was also given one of only 110 belt buckles 
of its type in the world. And for his participa¬ 
tion he received a ship’s bell. 

Has he been sailing since? Of course. In Hawaii 
he sailed on a trimaran and it was “lots of fun.” 

He’s elated and happy since he “got the right 
island” in the Hawaii chain, he quipped. Mostly,
